youngsters are attending or the more meaningful experi­ 
ence of consulting directly with the teacher of a sub ject, 
which is giv ing their offspring troub le. 
Sometimes this reflects b lind faith in the teaching 
staff and school authorities that ev erything w ill turn out 
all right. More often, though, it indicates laziness, indif­ 
ference or preoccupation with what seems to b e more 
important things. 
Next to the home itself, the school is supposed to b e 
the greater molder of our youth. 
Yet how m any pa r­ 
ents really know, first hand, the people who are doing 
the molding? 
How m any know ab out the methods of 
teaching b eing used? 
All 
participants in the educational process would 
b enefit if m ore adults v isited the schools. Education is 
a cooperativ e task in which home and classroom com­ 
plement each other's work. 
Ev eryone has a b ig stake in the educational program 
and the schools’ facilities. 
Taxpayers shouldn't hav e 
to b e reminded of this fact in these days of ev er-mounting 
school taxes. 
Parents of students, taxpayers and resi­ 
dents throughout the district will b e doing themselv es 
a fav or b y taking adv antage of the opportunity this week 
to b ecome b etter acquainted with the school system and 
with the educators. 


Half of Cancers Curable 


The annual report of the American Cancer Society 


m akes an astounding rev elation. That is, that half of the 


cancer cases today are curab le if they are discov ered 


and treated in time. 


This year. 960.000 Americans will he under medical 


care for cancer. Of these, 625.000 cases were diagnosed 


during the current year. Of ev ery six persons who got 


cancer, two will b e cured and four will die. But one of 


these deaths could hav e b een prev ented b y proper and 


early treatment. That is the encouraging news. 
The three cases that were doomed were cancers that 
are not yet controllab le. That three might all hav e sur­ 
v iv ed m eans that half the people who get c a nc e r—half 
of the 625.000 diagnosed this year, if they were giv en 
proper and early treatm ent—could b e cured. A total of 
313,000 liv es should he sav ed. 
The society’s announcement did not explain what 
types now are curab le and what are not. 
Physicians 
informed on dev elopments in cancer treatm ents will 
know that. The layman m ay know that he has a 
50-50 
chance of a cure today. (A cure is one which a patient 
surv iv es at least fiv e years after discov ery of cancer). 
Medical research in m any parts of the world is zero­ 
ing in on the other half types of cancer still b eyond con­ 
trol. 
We can only hope that scientists will b e success­ 
ful in b anishing this scourge, as so many others hav e 
b een in this age of miracle medicine.
